Fitting ceremonies are planned 
for Sunday afternoon at 4:30 at 
the Wistaria Vine Gardens when 
the dedication of the John Muir 
Woodland Nook will take place, 
sponsored by the Sierra Madre 
Garden Club and Mrs. W. J. 
Lawless, owner of the Gardens 
Planting of a redwood tree and 
a Fremontia .gifts of Theodore 
Payne, Glendale, and Charlotte M. 
Hoak of South Pasadena, will be 
the highlights of the program. 

Mr. Payne will give a brief 
resume of the mtuarlist’s life 
and accomplishments and Miss 
Hoak will dedicate the redwood 
tree to his memory. A precious 
book, "Our National Parks.” the 
gift of Mrs. Wanda Muir H'nna, 
to Mrs. Lawless, will be exhibited.

Complete official figures from 
the November 8 election in the 
11th Congressional and the 48th 
Assembly districts gave Carl Hin 
shaw and T. Fenton Knight de¬ 
cisive victories over their Demo¬ 
cratic opponents. Mr. Hinshaw 
goes to Washington with a ma¬ 
jority of 8187 votes over Carl j 
Stuart Hamblen. Mr. Knight goes 
to Sacramento with a majority of 
3957 over Leslie H. Preston. 

Hinshaw’s vote in the 611 pre- \ 
cincts of the Congressional dis- ; 
trict was 67,510. Hamblen re- • 
reived 59,323. Knight’s vote in the I 
Assembly district was 11,583, to 
7.626 tor Preston. Hinshaw car¬ 
ried Sierra Madre by a majority 
of 188 votes. Knight's majority 
here was 148. Knight received 95 
per cent of all the votes cast in 
LaCanada, where he has resided 
for many years on his citrus 
ranch. Hinshaw had a smashing 
majority in the Pasadena area, 
the large Democratic vote being 
cast in the outer end of the San 
Fernando and in the Antelope 
valleys. 

Miss Eleanor Miller, Pasadena 
Republican Assemblywoman, goes 
back to Sacramento for the ninth 
time with a majority over Mrs. 
Paulson, her Democratic oppo¬ 
nent, of 6976 votes. The district 
lies wholly within the city of 
Pasadena. 

William A. Smith, new super¬ 
visor of the first district, had a 
majority of 17.590 over former 
Supervisor Hugh A. Thatcher, re¬ 
ceiving 99,429 votes to 81,590 for j 
Thatcher. 

San Marino polled almost 100 
per cent of its registered vote and 
gave the largest proportionate 
Republican majorities of any com-' 
munity of the State or Nation. 
Former Assemblyman Fred Hou¬ 
ser was given a majority of 14 
to 1 over Pellett, his Democratic 
opponent. Eugene Nixon though 
defeated for Congress as the Re¬ 
publican candidate, carried San 
' Marino by 4 to 1 over Jerry 
, Voorhis, incumbent. 

Contrary to nearly all predic- 
j lions, Monrovia gave all the Re¬ 
publican candidates good ma¬ 
jorities. Glendora and Claremont 
aDo gave large majorities for the 
entire Republican ticket. The 
Democratic candidates swept 
1 \zusa, which was one of the very 
few smaller cities to give a ma- 
j jority for the "Ham and Eggs" 
proposition.

Figures furnished by the regis¬ 
trar of voters this week show 
that there has been an increase 
of 887 registered voters in Sierra 
Madre during the last few years, 
the greatest increase coming in 
the last three years. 

Registration for the November 
8 election brought the number of 
eligibles here up to 2,641 as 
compared with 1754 in November 
1928. There has been an increase 
of more thin 600 since 1933. At 
the recent election a total of 
2,066 ballots were cast as com¬ 
pared with 1,477 at the November 
1928 election. 

Ten years ago only 345 local 
citizens were registered as Demo¬ 
crats while there were 1168 Re¬ 
publicans. This year 1,286 regis¬ 
tered as Democrats and 1,147 as 
Republicans. 

But in spite of this majority of 
Democratic registrations, all of 
the Republican candidates at the 
recent election carried the city by 
substantial majorities. Receiving 
a majority of the votes cast in 
every election district. Governor 
Merriim had 1100 and Governor- 
elect Olson, Democrat, 870 ballots.
